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Advisory Action 

At pages 5-9 of the response, Applicant argues that the handheld device of Coffman does 
not perform a matching check and the system does not require a medical transaction carrier that 
includes a processor. In response, it is respectfully submitted that the Coffman reference is relied 
on for teaching a medical transaction carrier MTC (110, Fig. 1) that could be a personal digital 
assistant or lap-top (see: paragraph 16). In addition, Coffman teaches an enhanced technology 
that allowing for real-time validation of a patient identifier such as a wristband that includes 
specific information such as name, age, allergy history and the like encoded into a bar code (see: 
paragraph 106). Furthermore, Coffman teaches that the system validate each medication 
delivered to a patient to make sure it is identical to the medication that is indicated in the 
information contained within the MTC (see: paragraph 107). This clearly indicates that checking 
or matching take during the validation step by the medical transaction carrier. 

With regards to the system of Coffman not requiring a medical transaction carrier that 
includes a processor, it is respectfully submitted that issue of obviousness is not determined by 
what the references expressly state but by what they would reasonably suggest to one of ordinary 
skill in the art, as supported by decisions in In re DeLisle 406 Fed 1326, 160 USPQ 806; In re 
Kell, Terry and Davies 208 USPQ 871; mdln refine, 837 F.2d 1071, 1074, 5 USPQ 2d 1596, 
1598 (Fed. Cir. 1988) (citing In re Lain, 747 F.2d 703, 705, 223 USPQ 1257, 1258 (Fed. Cir. 
1988)). Further, it was determined in In re Lamberti et al, 192 USPQ 278 (CCPA) that: 

(i) obviousness does not require absolute predictability; 

(ii) non-preferred embodiments of prior art must also be considered ; and 

(iii) the question is not express teaching of references, but what they would suggest. 

Further, according to In reJacoby, 135 USPQ 317 (CCPA 1962), the skilled artisan is 
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presumed to know something more about the art than only what is disclosed in the applied 
references. In In re Bode, 193 USPQ 12 (CCPA 1977), every reference relies to some extent on 
knowledge of persons skilled in the art to complement that which is disclosed therein. 

According to Ex parte Berins, 168 USPQ 374 (Bd. Appeals), there is no statutory 
limitation as to the number of references that may be used to demonstrate obviousness... not what 
references expressly state but what they would reasonably suggest to one of ordinary skill in the 
art. In In re Conrad, 169 USPQ 170 (CCPA), obviousness is not based on express suggestion, 
but what references taken collectively would suggest. 

As such, it is respectfully submitted that an explanation based on logic and sound 
scientific reasoning of one ordinarily skilled in the art at the time of the invention that support a 
holding of obviousness has been adequately provided by the motivations and reasons indicated 
by the Examiner in the prior Office Action, Ex parte Levengood, 28 USPQ2d 1300 (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Inter., 4/22/93). 

As such, it is respectfully submitted that Applicant appears to view the applied 
references, separately and in a vacuum, without considering the knowledge of average skill in the 
art, and further fails to appreciate the breadth of the claim language that is presently recited. 

Applicant's other arguments merely rehash issues addressed in the Final Rejection mailed 
1 1/1/06, and incorporated herein. Thus, the finality of the previous Office Action is maintained.
